Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1946, 
concerning  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District, 

The  vital  statistics  show  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate 
from  18.9  to  20,  and  a decrease  in  the  death  rate  from  11.63 
to  10.83  per  1,000,  Both  figures  are  slightly  less  than  the 
corresponding  figures  for  areas  of  similar  size  throughout  the 
country*  It  is  less  satisfactory  to  have  to  report  a rise  in  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  from  54.05  to  58.2  although  the  increase 
in  the  actual  number  of  deaths  from  26  to  3l  is  accounted  for 
by  an  increase  of  5 in  the  deaths  occurring  among  infants  ased 
less  than  one  week,  ° 

The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  number  exactly  the 
same  as  in  1945  and  in  addition  there  was  one  death  from  non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

The  housing  shortage  still  remains  one  of  the  most  urgent 
problems  to  be  settled  and  the  completion  of  only  14  permanent 
houses  cannot  be  regarded  as  other  than  disappointing.  It  is 
hoped  that  better  progress  may  be  made  in  1947, 

I should  like , one e more,  to  thank  members  of  the  Council 
for  the  consideration  they  have  shown  to  me  and  express  my 
gratitude  for  the  assistance  and  support  I have  received  from 
the  staffs  of  the  Sanitary  and  other  departments  of  the  Council,

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  was 
31,  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  58.8  per  1,000  live 
Lirihs  compared  with  54.05  for  the  previous  year. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  month  numbered  80  of  whioh 
17  occurred  under  one  week,  and  of  these  9 died  as  the  result  of 
premccuro  biruh.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  with  water 
purchased  from  Tynemouth  Corporation.  This  water,  which  is 
chlorinated  and  regularly  tested  by  the  vendors,  is  of  good 
quality.  The  quantity  was  satisfactory  and  well  maintained 
except  for  one  short  period  in  the  summer  time  when  the  supply 
had  to  be  restricted  during  the  night. 

With  a single  exception,  all  the  houses  in  the  area 
receive  this  water  supply.  There  are  1,650  houses,  with  an 
estimated  population  of  6,450,  served  by  standpipes.  The 
remaining  houses  are  served  by  inside  taps. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

All  the  principal  sewers  empty  into  tidal  waters.  Outfalls 
ere  situated  within  the  estuaries  of  the  rivers  Blyth  and 
Wansbeck  whilst  those  carrying  sewage  from  houses  at  the  coast 
line  empty  direct  into  the  sea. 

Arrangements  for  sedimentation  and  screening  are  provided 
near  each  of  the  outfalls, 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


No  domestic  water  supplies  are  derived  from  rivers  or 
streams  and  no  action  has  therefore  been  necessary  in  this 
respect, 

SANITARY  a:;gommcdation. 

The  district  is  served  by  water  closets  except  in  the  case 
of  dwellings  which  are  beyond  the  reach  of  any  public  sewer. 

In  a few  instances  chemical  closets  are  installed.  One  privy 
conversion  to  the  water  carriage  system  has  been  carried  out 
at  West  Farm  Dairy,  Nedderton. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  has  been  carried  out  partly  by 
direct  labDur  and  partly  by  contractors.  All  contract  work 
is  gradually  being  discontinued  as  the  required  number  of 
haulage  vehicles  becomes  available.

The  Interval  between  the  times  of  collection  depends  on 
the  type  of  receptacle  in  use. 

The  disused  portions  of  olaypits  continue  to  be  the  chief 
means  of  disposal.  These  are  situated  at  Chopj^ington,  Bedlington 
Station,  Barrington,  StaJce ford  and  Cambois,  In  some  instances 
small  land  depressions  have  been  made  up,  Frequent  attention 
is  given  to  the  tips  by  workmen  of  the  Council, 

The  collection  of  salvage  is  controlled  by  this  department. 
Hired  vehicles  are  employed  in” the  various  districts  and  carry 
out  a house  to  house  collection.  The  material  is  conveyed  to 
a central  depot  for  sorting  and  distribution.

This  disease  continued  to  be  very  prevalent  thrw^out  the  ye» 
oii-hmiVthe  total  figure  of  notifications  was  sli^tly  smaller  than 
in  194^  iherfbSng  cases  in  1946  as  compeer  ^th  64  in  the 
previous  year#  All  parts  of  the  Shire  were  affected. 

Out  of  the  total  of  55  cases,  18  had  been  inocula^d  against 
Diphtheria  while  37  had  no  record  of  having  been  so  treated# 

There  were  three  deaths  all  of  which  occurred  in  non-immuni sed
